Father and the Boys, a new comedy 
by George Ade, was given its first performance 
at the Lyceum Theatre, Monday night, February 
24, with William H. Crane in the principal 
role. As might have been expected, the com 
bination of Ade, one of the brightest modern 
contributors to the stage, and Crane, admit 
tedly one of America’s best comedians, to 
gether with Charles Frohman as producing man 
ager, has resulted in a most delightful enter 
tainment. It scored an instant success, and 


the audience, in a merry mood most of the 
time, was often moved to most generous ap 
plause by the delightful humor of the play 


wright’s lines and the thoroughly artistic work 
of the comedian, there being almost a score of 
eurtain calls during the evening. 


Mr. Crane was given a personal ovation at 
the close of the third act, and, after bowing his 
thanks several times, finally expressed in a few 
words his appreciation of the demonstration. 


In Father and the Boys Mr. Ade has de- 
arted from the Indiana towns in which he 
as usually had the locale for his plays and 
from which he has drawn most of his char 
acters. In the new play he has placed two 
of the scenes in New York City, and another 
at a race track and the last in a mining camp, 
and his characters are mostly New Yorkers. 
They are all well drawn. Lemuel Morewood, 
the principal character, is a wool broker who 
at the time of the opening of the play is a 
staid, respectable, middle-aged gentleman whe 
has denied himself all worldly pleasures and 
has devoted himself solely to business. His one 
thought has been his work and his desire to 
accumulate money for his two sons, of whom 
he is exceedingly proud. The boys, however, 
show none of their father’s disposition to keep 
their noses on the grindstone. One of them is 
enthusiastically devoted to athletics, while the 
other is as eagerly devoted to the exclusive 
pleasures of high social life. But in his de- 


votion to -his business, Morewood has not lost | 


any of the lovable, generous impulses of the 
real man; he is by no means a_ hard-headed 
business man; he is not of the ‘‘erusty’’ va- 
riety. 

Then there comes a change. After repeated 
arging by various friends that he give himself 
over to enjoyment of life, he yields. The trans- 
formation is at once complete. From being, as 
one of bis sons puts it, ‘eight miles behind the 
procession,’’ he is soon ‘‘fourteen miles ahead 
of it.”". He becomes ‘‘one of the boys,”” a real 
“rounder,”” and the boys have hard work in 
keeping up with him. He takes a _ fatherly 
interest in an actress and while his motives 
are thoroughly honest his sons fear that he in- 
tends to marry her and they follow him out 
to.

The play, The 
Witching Hour, by Anguetus Thomas, is a 
great play. It is not a lesson, a sermon, a 
treatise, a discourse, a debate or a clinical di- 
agnosis; it is a drama. The word drama (of 
which the significance sometimes seems to have 
been forgotten or ignored) means something 
made, done, performed; something that occurs 
in action. That fact Mr. Thomas, in writing 
that play distinctly and brilliantly exemplifies. 
The action of The Witching Hour begins with 
the first line and ends with its last one, so 
that In its pivotal pasages, it could be com- 
prehended almost without the help of words. 
The subject of the play is the influence of mind 
upon mind, independent of the usual methods of 
communication, by means of the acknowledged 
senses. That subject is not new either on the 
stage or in books, but the treatment of it by 
Mr. Thomas is novel on the stage, and that 
treatment makes his drama one ef engrossing in- 
terest. The period of The Witching Hour is 
to-day; the action passes in two rooms, one in 
Louisville, the other In Washington. The char- 
acters are distinct, individual, veritable. The 
pivotal incident is unpremeditated, unintentional 
homicide. The situations are essentially dra- 
matic; they oceur in a sequence, each arising 
as a natural result of its predecessor, and the 
exposition of them is skillful and imaginative. 
The treatment applies the fact of mental com- 
munication and influence—the fact of telepathy 
—to probable persons and incidents, and the re- 
sult is a delightful comedy, touched with ro- 
mance. which, In the right method of dramatic 
art—that, namely, of engestion, not of in- 
struction—imparts ethical significance and in- 
tellectual pleasures.

The singing is gen 
erally good, the chorus numbers especially, and 
not a few solos were well sung. There is 
some goml dancing, and some in a second act 
finale that should be improved or cut out en- 
tirely. To sing and dance is presumed to be 
the best thing a colored entertainer does, and 
it is unwise to trifle with this traditional as- 
set. 

Stewart is really a clever comedian of the 
Bert William order. He has an_ excellent 
sense of fun, and while he is still making use 
of many of the older and more obvious tricks of 
farce, he forces a good many honest laughs 
out of them. When be has‘work that is to his 
liking he fairly earns round after round of 
laughter. The company ineludes, too, several 
players who have acquired @ase of manner and 
a certain distinction. Jerry Mills, J. F. Mores, 
Lottie Grady, and Josephine Devance, a prima 
donna with a clear and pleasant soprano voice, 
playing the leading parts. 

It is the plan to alternate the two colored 
companies between the Columbia and the Pekin 
theatres. In the Pekin last week the older com- 
pany presented Queen of the Jungles, with 
Shelton Brooks playing the comedy role. For 
the first few days after the Columbia opened 
the negroes turned out in good numbers to wit- 
ness the production.

PHILADELPHIA PLAYHOUSE SOLD 


The William Penn Theatre was sold at pub- 
lic sale on February 25 to Felix Isman, the 
daring real estate speculator of that city, who 
has been interested in theatricals the past few 
years. The William Penn Theatre is in an un- 
finished condition, work having stopped on it 
after the suicide of the man who started the 
project, Gustave A. Wegefarth. Mr. Isman bid 
$80,000 for the property in addition to a mort- 
gage of $20,000 on the site. The sale was made 
for the benefit of the estate of the deceased 
manager, although stockholders in a company 
had furnished over $200,000 to pay for the 
work of construction of the house. There was 
an attorney present at the sale, who claimed 
that he would apply to the Courts for an in 
junction aguinst the transfer of the property. 
However, if the sale goes through they will not 
get a cent. Mr. Isman, if he gets the property. 
will receive for the amount paid, a partly 
completed theatre on which over $150,000 has 
been spent. It will take about $50,000 to com- 
pleté the project. 

Mr. Isman also holds the lease of the Circle 
Theatre in New York, in which he will install 
the Gus Edwards Musical Company, and next 
season will have the lease of the Broadway 
Theatre, New York. He is also at the head of 
a company controlling the Forrest Theatre io 
Philadelphia.
